Small Laos, the door to subver- 
sion of Thailand, Burma, South 
Vietnam, and Cambodia, is in 
the process of choosing sides.

All 
Asia is in the process of taking 
sides with either Russia or Red 
China. 


Russia has a growing trade 
with Japan.

Soviets Hail Dogs 
As Proof of Lead 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviets flew their two space 
dogs into Moscow Sunday to pet and pamper them as 
virtual national heroines before testing them for the 
first manned space flight—which scientists predicted 
would be made by a Russian in the not too distant 


future. io | ences in Moscow where

hailed the first successful return 
of living creatures to earth from 
a space orbit as proof that Rus- 
sia was ahead of the United 
States in the conquest of space 
and it jeered that the American 
space program was geared for 
spying rather than research. 


CATAPULTED TO EARTH 


In a Monday statement Pravda 
said the space dogs were cata- 
pulted to earth in a special con- 
tainer when the satellite that took 
them around the earth came down 
to a low level. 


The Soviet Communist party 
newspaper said the landing of the 
space ship itself took place on a 
level meadow surrounded by 
fields. 


“First witnesses of this historic 
event were collective farm work- 
ers who were working nearby,” 
Radio Moscow quoted Pravda as 
saying. 

RIDICULE U2 


Ridicule of the American U2 
reconna’ssance plane was mixed 
with praise for the scientists who 
sent the two female dogs and 
other animals into space, hurled 
them around the earth 17 times 
in 24 hours and brought them 
back safely.

Aged Pastor's Wood Saw 
Sang Like Harp ot Angel

HIAWASSEE — It was the last 
day of the Georgia Mountain Fair. 
The annual fiddlers’ convention 
was in progress. On stage was the 
Rev. 0. G. Nichols of Waycross, 
85 years old and a retired Baptist 
minister. 

But he didn’t 
preacher. 

And he didn’t look like a musi- 
cian. 


And he certainly didn’t look like 
a carpenter.- 


SAW AND BOW 


Even though he held in one hand 
a fiddle bow and in the other a 
wood saw. 


Slowly and majestically, Nichols 
moved the bow across the teeth of 
the saw and the saw yielded a 
trembling sound that rose grad- 
ually to an eerie height, then huag 
taut and suspended in the over- 
heated air of the high school audi- 
torium. 


It was like wind blowing through 
a glass harp: 


look like a 


Sweet hour of prayer, 
Sweet hour of prayer 


That calls us from a world of 
care 


And bids me at my Father’s 
throne 


Make all my wants and 
wishes known... 


Not exactly what the people in 
the audience had been expecting; 
the look on their faces said, ‘‘Not 
like any hillbilly music I ever 
heard.”’ 


His performance over, Nichols 
placed the musical saw gently in 
its felt-lined case and strode out 
of the auditorium, into the sun- 
light. The way he handled the saw, 
it might have been a Stradivarius. 


“It’s just a common wood saw,” 
he said. “I bought it in 1929 and 
spent from August till November 
trying to get a sound out of it; 
and when I did get a sound, my 
wife nearly killed me. . 

NO TRAINING 

‘But after awhile, though, I got 
so I could play it at church and 
still do. 

“I never had any training at 
all; just picked it up. Sometimes 
I can pick out a tune in 15 or 20 


minutes and sometimes it takes | 


15 or 20 hours. I guess I've got 
about 200 tunes I can play now.” 


Nichols looked off to the south, 
toward a line of blue mountains. 
“I grew up in these mountains, 
but did most of my preaching in 
Ohio and Indiana; I tried to re- 
tire in 1948 but I still preach once 
in a while and play my saw every 
Sunday.

Klan To Oust

CARROLLTON — Sheriff Hugh 
Lambert Sunday said a group of 
white men who uséd an “arsenal 
of weapons’”’ to break up all-Ne- 
gro automobile races here last 
week may be in trouble with the 
Ku Klux Klan. 


The men, reportedly members 
of the Klan here, may be expelled 
from the organization because of 
the incident. 


“That’s the rumor,” the sheriff 
said. 

The weekly races were halted, 
the sheriff added, when unrobed 
klansmen armed with clubs, shot- 
guns and pistols entered the track 
and dragged two Negro drivers 
from their cars. 


One man was beaten with clubs, 
Lambert said, and the second 
driver was pistol-whipped with the 
butt of the weapon. Both men were 
treated and released from the hos- 
pital. 


. The races, organized four weeks 
ago, were held on schedule Satur- 
day night without an incident, 
Lambert reported. 


“There won't be any more 
trouble there,” the sheriff: said. 
“I've heard that those boys were 
not under any orders from the 
Klan. It’s only hearsay but they 
may not be in the Klan much 
longer.” 

Lambert said the crowd was 
small and the races ended earlier 
than usual Saturday night. 


‘I think the crawd will ‘pickup 
again,” he said, “‘I told the owner 
of the track not to close it because 
of that incident. It’s an all-Negro 
affair and no integration is in- 


‘ volved.” 


The ‘sheriff estimated that 12 to 
20 white men were in the vicinity 
of the track at the time of the in- 
cident. Only about six were seen 
on the track. 


Track owner J. R. Garrett, who 
rents it to two Negroes, Willie R. 
Tigner and Charlie Thompson, 
said he rushed to the track when 
he heard what had happened.

Planning should begin now toward 
building an institution in Atlanta for 
mentally retarded children. 


The building program scheduled for 
Gracewood is incapable of meeting the 
growing need although it will boost the 
patient capacity to 2,000. 


That, according to Supt. Norman 
Pursley, should be maximum size for the 
institution. 


As pointed out yesterday by Dr. Purs- 
ley, the Atlanta area is the logical choice 
for location of the state’s second school 
for mentally retarded children. One of 
the most important reasons is that At- 
lanta is a medical center. | 


In addition to that, though, location of 
such an institution in the capital city 
would enable it to work more closely with 
various state agencies. It also would be 
in the population center of the state. 


There is, of course, no way of telling 
right now when such an institution will 
be built. But everytime we think of those 
neglected children at the Milledgeville 
State Hospital, put there for lack of any- 
where else to place them, and of the 800 
on the waiting list at Gracewood, we can- 
not help but repeat: Let us hasten the day 
for making adequate provisions. 


At least a start should be made toward 
planning for what needs to be done.

Applicants for FHA-insured home 
loans have every reason to be hot under 
the collar because of s, delay in making 
appraisals. 


But as pointed in yesterday’s paper 
by Constitution Business Editor Jim 
Montgomery, it is not the fault of the 
FHA. Pin the blame on Congress where 


‘it belongs. 


Under the former system FHA could 
use money from application fees to hire 
independent appraisers to take care of the 
volume of work which the agency's regu- 
lar staff could not handle within a rea- 
sonable period of time. The system 
worked well. 


But then Congress on June 30 of this 
year gummed up the works. It ruled 
that the FHA no longer could use any of 
its income for the purpose of appraisals 
beyond the share appropriated by Con- 
gress. 

Although FHA annually earns much 
more than Congress appropriates for its 
operating costs, the lawmakers failed to 
make adequate provisions for taking up 
the slack that was bound to come in get- 
ting appraisals made. 


So now the FHA’s Atlanta office has a 
backlog of 1,200 applications and it is 
growing, despite the fact application fees 
are required as before. 


Congress goofed. It should correct the 
snafu that was inexcusable in the first 
place.

County Unit Vote 
Is Half the Story 


Some rural counties fear all is lost if Georgia 
scraps the county unit system. They foresee 
political famine on the farm if a big city gov- 


ernor gets in, The unmistakable move to modify the unit ‘system next 
January fills them with unease. They have little cause for alarm. 
In the first place, the legislature is likely to do as little modifying 


as it can get by with. 


Second is this frequently overlooked fact: If Georgia scrapped the 
county unit system outright, rural counties still would dominate the 


legislature. 
. 


And a big city governor pitted against a country House would 


present an interesting conflict. 


The county unit system is a simple law. The legislature can 
change it. But rural control of the House of Representatives is im- 
bedded in the state Constitution. Only an amendment can root it out. 

It is true that each 10 years the legislature ‘‘reapportions’’ rep- 
resentation in the House to reflect shifts in population. But a rigid 
formula in the state Constitution destroys any practical effect. 

It is known as the 3-2-1 formula. It provides that the eight biggest 
counties shall have three representatives each in the House. The 30 
next largest shall have two. The other 121 counties shall have one. 
Counties are shuffled in or out of these three categories as they grow 
or shrink in population. But the three categories themselves stand 
rigid and unbending. There can be no more than eight “‘big’’ counties. 
And there can be no fewer than 121 “small” ones 

So next January’s “reapportionment”’ will simply shuffle the same 
old cards, and move certain counties from one category to the other. 
But the cards will remain stacked as heavily as ever against the big 
counties because the formula for the shuffle is loaded against them. 

Completely separate from this composition of the legislature is 
the county unit system. It is not footed in the Coristitution but in the 
Neill Primary Act of 1917. This act does, of course, model itself after 
the 3-2-1 formula (but doubles it, i.e., eight counties have six unit 


- votes, 30 have four, and 121 have two). But nothing has to be done 


to the Constitution in order to change the county unit formula. The 


legislature can modify it at will.

The sudden will to modify it, springing from Sen. Herman Tal- 


madge’s hint 


of 16 months ago, reflects the will of the people. As Sen. 


Rickard B. Russell noted, simple “justice” suggests a change. The 
1960 census showed 96 counties had lost population since 1950. These 
people have moved to town. They want their votes to count. 


And any politician who expects to have a future must ultimately 
be responsive to the biggest body of votes. Therefore this changing 


state is 


is seeing an overdue interest in the city voter. It is a healthy 


sign, although full justice to the cities is unlikely to come until the 
county unit system is modified right out of existence. 

And when it is, let the rural counties not weep and mourn. They 
still have a hammerlock on the legislative branch.

Nixon Discovers 


A Fact of Life 


WASHINGTON—Richard Nixon's presidential 
campaign is undergoing significant changes in 
strategic planning. These alterations are based 


upon a sharp re-evaluation of the outlook in the South and order 


states. 


The Nixon belief now is that Sen. Kennedy will not be so 


strong in those areas as the Republicans had supposed after Sen. 
Johnson of Texas took second place on the ticket. 


Nixon has rediscovered a basic 
fact of political life. This is that, 
wholly apart’ from civil rights, the 
South tends to be markedly con- 
servative. 

Topic. A—civil rights—so fasci- 
nates many politicians, and some 
political observers, that they don’t 
realize this: If nobody had ever 
heard of the civil rights issue, the 
whole tone of the Democratic con- 
vention platform — incomparably 
the most liberal ever written by 
a major party in this country — 
would still be pretty bitter medi- 
cine in the South. Maybe it will 
still be swallowed; but at best it 
won't go down easily. 

It is equally true that many 
(and Nixon himself originally was 
among them) have misunderstood 
Johnson’s probable plus-value to 
the Democratic campaign. The 
easy assumption that a Lyndon 
Johnson on the ticket would au- 
tomatically ‘“‘take care” of the 
South never had any validity. 

The professional liberals who so 
bitterly resisted Johnson's efforts 
to obtain the top nomination were 
fooled by their own stereotypes: 


Johnson was a Texan. Texas was 
in the South. Ergo, Johnson was 
a “Southern politician.’”’ The fact 
is that he never was any kind of 
typical Southerner, either in per- 
sonal attitudes or political views. 
When he tried to say he was more 
Western than Southern he was tell- 
ing the simple truth. 

The Nixon people, at any rate, 
are catching on to this situation. 
The vice president is thus now 
arranging to go South more fre- 
quently, more determinedly and 
more hopefully than he had ever 
expected to do. He now believes 
that in some Southern states he 
might do better than President 
Eisenhower did, either in 1952 or 
1956. 

The purpose is to present Rich- 
ard Nixon as holding firm civil 
rights views—but far less ad- 
vanced views than the Democrats; 
as a sober, dignified man and a 
prudent man on “‘spending;”’ as a 
poor boy who came up the hard 
way through a Southern law 
school (Duke University) while 
Jack Kennedy was living it up as 
a rich boy at Harvard.

WASHINGTON—Foreign opinion in Washing- 
ington, among embassy people and overseas cor- 
respondents, is curiously divided about this eiec-

Solomon Betrayed 


Dream and Failed 


The most fortunate of circumstances at- 
tended Solomon as he began his reign in Is- 
rael. He was personally endowed with intelli- 


pieces of whatever life is left. 
My family, after my father’s 
death, must do that. And maybe 
after some sober reflection, 
there will be a way for the one 
who killed him to atone.” 


The son of the murdered man 
sits, staring at the telephone. 
He awaits one of two calls. 
From a “mystery lady” who 
has phoned to say that she was 
with an eyewitness to an ar- 
gument which might have led 
to the fatal shooting, or from 
the Clayton County lawmen who 


claim they know the killer. 


Darby said, 


“I sit here,” 


Bence and wit. His father, David, bequeathed a kingdom which 
was rich in potential, united and at peace. During the 38-year rule 
of Solomon there was comparative peace at home and strong mili- 
tary and commercial alliances abroad. 


Not needing to expend his na- 
tion's resources in costly wars, 
Solomon was able to engage in 
a great building program. Wise 
men were brought to Solomon's 
court and their literary produc- 
tions even now are considered 
to be among the world’s finest 
literature. 

The reign of Solomon began 
as he committed himself and 
his people to God. At Gibeon, 
where he lighted a thousand 
burnt offerings, Solomon con- 
versed in a dream with God. 
And God said to him, “Ask 
what I shal! give thee’ (I Kings 
3:5). With a rare sense of dedi- 
cation, Solomon asked that God 
might give him an understand- 
ing heart so that he might dis- 
cern between right and wrong 
and thereby rule his people with 
wisdom. 

And God promised to bestow 
upon Solomon all that he asked 
and more if only he would walk 
in God's ways and keep His 
statutes. 

When Solomon ewoke from his 
dream, he had an inspiration 
and a guidance which ought 
surely to have blessed him al- 
ways. But Solomon’s reign, so 
glamorous in outward manifes- 
tation, was in actuality a colos- 
sal failure. Solomon was one of 
the most pathetically frustrated 
men in Hebrew history. 


Why? Because he exchanged 
piety for pleasure, he traded in- 
tegrity for indulgence and he 
played fast and loose with those 
great ethical truths which Israel 
revered. He became old before 
his time, his kingdom collapsed, 
his people became resentful and 
rebellious and the end of his 
days became shrouded in mys- 
terious tragedy. 

One of the reasons for his 
failure was that he married 
many strange and foreign prin- 
cesses and they turned his heart 
from God. Within the shadows 
of God’s temple, Solomon built 
a forest of shrines to pagan 
dieties. Pride, selfishness, op- 
pression and sensuality were the 
destructive tools which tore 
down the enduring greatness 
with which Solomon might al- 
ways have been remembered. 

The real tragedy of Solomon 
is to be found in this: Solomon 
betrayed the dreams of his 
youth. He forgot his father’s 
God. He lost sight of those 
ideals which shape true happi- 
ness. 

We who are so much less than 
Solomon in position and power 
ought not to forget the lesson 
of his failure. To live abundant- 
ly we must keep clear in mem- 
ory the dreams by which men 
truly live.

Biggest Drone Jets 
Fall to Bomare 


EGLIN AIR FORCE BASE, Fla. (#—The world’s 
largest conventional aircraft ever converted into a 


pilotless bomber is simulating an “enemy” plane and| 


trying—unsuccessfully—to 


penetrate America’s air 


defense radar network along the Gulf of Mexico. | 


The aircraft is a B47 Stratojet, 
such as the Strategic Air Com- 
mand uses, only in these tests it 
flies without anyone aboard. 


The reason: A missile is fired 
at it. 


Lockheed’s Georgia Division at 
Marietta, Ga., assisted by Sperry 
of New York, inserted the black 
boxes and complicated electronic 
gadgets to develop a giant drone 
from the B47 plane. The Air Force 
bought 14 of these pilotless 
planes, and designated them 
QB47s (Q for drone). 


The Air Force has used drones 
before, but not of the size and 
speed that are equivalent to bomb- 
ers such as an enemy § nation 
conceivably might use. The QB47 
weighs 100 tons, flies 600 miles ‘an 
hour, and is powered by six jet 
engines. 

Three different sets of pilotS fly 
the pilotless plane, by remote 
control from three different sta- 
tions. 

First, a crew on a ground con- 
trol station on a truck parked ad- 
jacent to the Eglin runway pushes 
buttons to speed up the engines, 
releases the brakes, and races the 
plane down the runway for the 
takeoff. 

Once the pilotless plane is in the 
air, a tiny jet chase plane (a Di- 
rector T33) takes over the remote 
control of the QB47 from _ the 
ground station. While one pilot 
in the little plane flies the Direc- 
tor aircraft itself, a second pilot 
operates a console which keeps 
the fuel flowing adequately in the 
giant QB47, and guides the big 
bomber from Eglin down to the 
Gulf coastline. 


There, a second ground radar 
station located parallel with) 
Port St. Joe, Fla., takes over 
remote control of the QB47. The 
little chase plane turns back to 
get out of range of the missile 
which is to be fired. The crew 
at the ground station pushes but- |

The giant plane, flying .seven | 
miles high, is turned around and, 
imitating an enemy bomber at- | 
tacking the United States, is| 
raced back toward Eglin.

This year, all 
teachers in Atlanta public high 
schools will grade students on the 
same basis, standardizing the 
meaning of each grade through- 
out the system. 


Students will have perhaps less

this. year, the educator pointed 
out. “We are not interested in 
increasing homework,”” he empha- 
sized, ‘“‘but we are interested in 
providing meaningful and pur- 


poseful homework for the stu- 
dents.” 

SPELLING REQUIRED 

Another recommendation §al- 


ready accomplished by the high 
schools in Atlanta is that spelling 
is required in formal, convention- 
al classes for those with demon- 
strated spelling deficiencies. 


Teachers also will be placing 
greater emphasis on English, in- 
cluding grammatical usage, 
spelling, punctuation and capitali- 
zation, in all subjects throughout 
the Atlanta public high schools 
this fall, Dr. Stephens said.

A youngster,’ overweight, can 
combine diet and exercise, and 
as soon as the excess weight is 
gone the remaining flesh goes to 
the “right places.” 

Add 20 or 30 years and see what 
happens. Weight increases. We 
quit playing “red rover” and 
“prisoner’s base’’ and (on skates) 
the rugged game of “I got it.” 
No more skin the cat, no more 
“rassling,’ no more basketball, 
climbing trees. 


After a few years of sitting and 
eating and sometimes drinking 
and not exercising, we have added 
the weight, acquired the habit of 
eating just a little more than we 
need, and the muscles have 
sagged a bit and the skin has 
stretched. 


We cannot get rid of the ac- 
cumulated pot of 20 years with 
two months of diet and exercise. 
Let us say it takes us half as 
long to take it off as to put it on. 
If it took up to 20 years to put it 
on, we should not begrudge 10 
years to take it off. 


For the middle-aged pot belly, 
first, trim down the eating. Do 
it gradually but steadily.

ROME—To Jeff Farrell the surgeor’s knife 
did more than cut out his appendix. It severed 
from him, he was sure, all chance of making the 
American Olympic. team. The 
final swimming tryouts were 
about to be held, competition so 
fierce that the strong and the 
healthy would fail. What hope 
could a convalescent have? 

But as Jeff Farrell affec- 
tionately fingered the U.S.A. let- 
tering on his uniform shirt in 
the Villaggio Olympico Sunday, 
contentment had replaced des- 
pair in his deep blue eyes. He'd 
made the team. True, he would 
not be able to compete in the Jeff Farrell 
100-meter free style where he had looked like 
a sure-shot gold medal winner. However, he is 
expected to qualify for the medley relay in Mon- 
day’s time trials and for the 800-meter relay the 
next day. 


“This is one of the great sports stories of my 
lifetime,"’ said Bob Kiphuth of Yale, the effer- 
vescent elder statesman of the aquatic sport. “It’s 
a saga of the spirit, a triumph of mind over 
matter, or am I getting too poetic for you? Let’s 
just say that Jeff showed more guts and de- 
termination than I’ve ever seen before. What he 


achieved bordered on the miraculous. A week 
after an appendectomy he swam his way to a 
place on the Olympic team.” 


In the space of a year and a half Farrell had 
torpedoed his way from nowhere to recognition 
as the fastest sprinter in the world. Until dis- 
aster struck in the form of a balky appendix, 
he was rated top man for the Olympic champion- 
ship in the classic century. A few days before 
that misadventure he’d won the national spring 
crown at 100 meters in a dazzling 54.8—the sec- 
ond best in histery. The Olympic tryouts would be 
a breeze for him. 


“On the Tuesday after the nations,”’ said Jeff, 
“and a week before the tryouts, I awakened 
with a pain in my side. It grew worse and the 
next morning they operated. But it left a pain in 
my heart that was even more agonizing than the 
pain in my side. All my dreams and hopes were 
blasted. I was gripped by black despair. 


“But after a day or so I noticed that Bob 
Kiphuth kept whispering with the doctors and I 
began to suspect something fishy. Then the head 
surgeon and the other doctors told me I could get 
back in the water. The only danger was a hernia 
and that possibility was too remote to worry 
about. Each day I did a little more until I knew 
I could make the tryouts. I was healing fast both 
physically and mentally. You know what hap- 
pened then.” 


KIPHUTH SAYS FARRELL HAS ‘GREATEST SPORTS STORY’ ~ 


A huge plaster patch protecting the incision, 
Farrell powered his way through qualifying heats 


to reach the final of the 100. Two places were 
open. He finished third. But he might have made 
it anyway if he hadn’t veered in his lane and 
tangled his arm in the guide ropes. As it was, 
he missed second place by a mere tenth of a 
second. 

Recognizing the talent and spirit of the boy, 


the Olympic committee offered him a provisional 
place on the 800-meter relay team without swim- 
ming for it. 


“No thanks,” said Jeff. “I'd rather earn it.’ 

He did. By taking fourth he earned his relay 
assignment, a remarkable feat’ in view of the 
fact that he was still far from recovered from his 
operation. Of recent days he’s been swimming 
with such superlative power that none in the 
American section of the village can see how he 
can miss getting the anchor free style 100-meter 
berth on the medley and the anchor 200 on the 
other relay. 


He’s an amazing young man anyway. A slim, 
155-pound six-footer from the University of Okla- 
homa, he made not a dent in the consciousness 
of the swimming world until he was serving out 
his ROTC commitment in the Navy. 


“I guess I’ve had it,”” he said, dismissing his 
career as a natator when he was assigned to 
Pear] Harbor. But the Navy, deciding to contribute 
to Olympic glory by giving its athletes a chance 


23° 


to train properly, sent him to New Haven in 
March of 1959. That placed him under the benign 
guidance of Kiphuth. 


“For the first time,” said Jeff, ‘I was able to 
get Bob’s special body-building courses. I also 
was able to concentrate on swimming and I could 
practice in a long course pool. Those three items 
made a swimmer of me.” 


He won the Outdoor Nationals at both 100 and 
200 meters, went on a trip to Japan and returned 
to win the Pan-American 100 and anchor the 
winning relay. He was on his way. 


“The biggest thrill of the Japanese trip,” said 
Jeff with a grin, ‘“‘was wearing a uniform with 
U.S.A. on it. But it gave me a taste of interna- 
tional competition for the first time. I raced 
against their great star, Yamanaka, at 200 meters 
and I was sure I could beat him. But how did I 
know he'd break the world record that day?” 


At the Indoor Nationals last April the swift 
Jeff shaved all the hair off his body and swam 
100 yards in the short coufse pool at Yale in 
48.2, the fastest century ever swum anywhere. 
The great Johnny Weissmuller, whose world rec- 
ord of 51 seconds flat stood for 17 years, would 
have finished somewhere around 25th in that meet. 


No individual Olympic championship medal will 
Farrell win at Rome. But after the harrowing 
experiences he went through he deems himself 
fortunate to be here—a little luck and an awful 
lot of pluck.

DECATUR, Ill. (WNS)—Lone- 
ly women whose children are 
grown, or who have never been 
mothers, should adopt a mon- 
key, advises Frances Priddy, 
vice president of the Simian So- 
ciety of America.

“They're the most affectionate 
little creatures imaginable,”’ 
said Miss Priddy. “‘They have 
loads of personality and the ac- 
tions and intelligence of a two- 
year-old child.

“But keep them away from 
children,” she warned. Young- 
sters tease the little animals, 
who respond by getting nervous 
and biting. In fact, children and 
uncanged monkeys are sheer 
bedlam, she said, exciting each 
other’s worst behavior. 


The Simian Society, with chap- 
ters in California, Massachu- 
setts, Ohio, Illinois and Missouri, 
is only three years old, but the 
practice of keeping pet monkeys 
is ancient, Miss Priddy said. It 
started as a fad of prehistoric 
upper classes. 


“Egyptian pharaohs and Ro- 
man emperors had them. Henry 
VIII’s court had a troup of per- 
forming monkeys. And Renais- 
sance courtesans highly prized 
tiny marmosets to cuddle.” 


The Society has members in 
most states, and one way off in 
Kenya, East Africa, a social 
worker who bought his pet from 
a native trapper.

The Ladies’ Choice 


CHICABO (WNS)—It is the wife who chooses 
the home, reports the organizer of one of the nation’s 
most unusual real estate services, after a survey of 
“a jury of 1,000 home owners” in the Chicago area. 


The husband largely goes 
along with his wife’s prefer- 
ences in picking the place to 
live, the type of house, and 
above all, the furnishings, says 
Cliff W. Krueger. 


Since the survey covers many 
suburban areas around Chicago 
where there is a huge influx of 
families from all over the na- 
tion, it probably constitutes a 


broad cross section of current 
housing thought. 


Mr. Krueger, 32, and his wife, 
Caryl Waller Krueger, com- 
prise one of the nation’s most 
unusual real estate teams. 


On a trip to England in 1954, 
they discovered that in sharp 
contrast with the United States, 


real estate is largely sold 
through listing in publications 
such as “The All-England 


Homefinder.” 


They studied the British sys- 
tem, returned to the United 
States and launched the organi- 
zation which in six years has 
moved into a leading position in 
housing sales in Chicago and 
environs. 


RANCH STYLE PREFERRED 


The ‘‘jury of 1,000" still keeps 
the ranch-style house in the 
No. 1 position among prefer- 
ences, but only by a narrow 
margin of 38 to 24 per cent over 
the Colonial. 


The biggest surprise was the 
poor showing made by the split- 
level home, a poor third with 
20 per cent favoring it. 


The two-story house still has 
a following of only 4 per cent 
today, mainly among those who 
cite its opportunities for more 


privacy. The poor old English 
Tudor, Spanish and Victorian 
styles, so much in vogue at in- 


tervals during the last two de- 
cades, aggregate hardly one 
per cent! 


Only two per cent of all house- 
holders are neutral on the choice 


of a house; the overwhelming 
majority having definite fixed 
preferences which almost 
amount to “prejudices,” again 


reflecting the female more than 
the male viewpoint. 


The living room still ranks as 
the favorite room of the house, 
but coming up fast on the out- 
side both literally and figura- 
tively since the dining patio con- 
tinues the rage—is the dining 
room, 


DINING ROOM RETURNS 

The dining room, marked vir- 
tually for discard from housing 
plans only a decade ago in favor 
of the dining nook and other 
abbreviated versions, is back 
strong, with a big accent on its 
recreational role. 


The so-called “family room,” 
complete with games and all, 
now is a major ‘‘status symbol,” 
report the Kruegers, who find 
that one-third of all families to- 
day hope to have one. The 
realization of pleasure from it, 
however, is somewhat less than 
the anticipation, because among 
those families that already have 
one, only 29 per cent rate it 
as the favorite room, compared 
with 49 per cent who vote for the 
more conventional living room. 

More space is the overwhelm- 
ing incentive behind the desire 
to move, said 64 per cent. 


CHANGING NEIGHBORHOODS 


A better neighborhood is the 
goal of 41 per cent; closer to 
good schools for 34 per cent, and 
the achievement of that dream 
for a family room moves 33 
per cent. Although transporta- 


tion is regarded as one of the. 


most pressing national prob- 
lems of all urban centers, 
less than 10 per cent rank this 
as a major reason for wanting 
to move. 


While achievement of a bet- 
ter neighborhood is a driving 
force for nearly half of the 
households on the move, it para- 
doxically is also ‘“‘the thing 
liked best’ about the present 
location by 42 per cent of all 

‘ families. Taken together, both 
as an aspiration for the fu- 
ture and an enjoyment ofthe 
present, the neighborhood's tre- 
mendous role in all satisfactory 


. housing situations 


is revealed 
strikingly in this survey. 


Americans have taken a tre- 
mendous robbing over the years 
from people abroad who say 
that ‘‘good plumbing”’ is the in- 
dex of the American way of life, 
and take it from the Kruegers, 
it’s still true! Regardless of how 
many bathrooms a family has 
—up to three and one-half in the 
present home—they all hope to 
own one and one-half more! 


The total eclipse of the mod- 
ern kitchen was the big sur- 
prise of the entire survey. Only 
5 per cent cited it as the ma- 
jor aspiration for a new home; 
only 4 per cent rated it as ‘“‘the 
favorite room,”’ and it is no- 
where in the running among 
the best liked rooms of present 
homes.

Uneasy Business Outlook 
Brought Cut in Bank Rates 


NEW YORK—Uneasiness 


Washington’s thinking about 


dominates 
the business outlook. It accounts for the Federal Reserve Board 
moves to make credit more available and interest rates cheaper. 


In addition to lowering the dis- 
count rate to 3 per cent on Aug. 
11, other FED actions will in- 
crease the lending power ’of com- 
mercial banks some $3,600,000,000 
by Sept. 1. 


The hope of the Federal Reserve 
Board is that by loosening strings 
on bank lending power the banks 
shrinking profit margins, decline 
prevailing on prime loans—those 
of business firms with the highest 
credit standing. A break in that 
rate would ease the price paid on 
loans by other business firms. 


Sprees Doubtful 


Is easier credit a boost to the 
economy? Bank economists ex- 
press doubt.

Washington economists agree 
the most significant indicator to 
watch is that of capital expansion 
plans. Apropos of that, the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank says 
shringing profit margins, decline 
in stock market prices and a 
“quite pervasive mood of hesi- 
tation” in the economy may work 
against a capital spending rise 
in the remaining months of this 
year.

Consumer spending for non- 
durable goods has been the big- 
gest thing between business and 
recession so far this year.

Board uncovered a sharp drop in

It’s interesting to note that 
about 80 per cent of the nation’s 
wages and salaries come from 
relatively stable sources, com- 
pared with less than 20 per cent 
from the volatile durable goods 
industries.

A Stroll Down Hollywood's 
Street Was a Sad Eye-Opener

HOLLYWOOD — Next to telling a 
two-year-old there’s really no Santa 
Claus, I suppose the meanest thing I 
could do would be to tell you readers 
that this fleshpot is not the glamorous, 
wonderful never-never land Louella 
Parsons and Jimmy Fiddler have led 
you to believe it is. 

As a matter of fact Hollywood is a 
somewhat shabby community which 
has taken little or no pride in itself. 

Until recently the only 
thing resembling show- 
business here were the 
saucer-shaped Capital 
Records Building and 
Grauman’s Chinese Thea- 
ter, one-time home of the 
Academy Awards presen- 
tations, major movie pre- 
mieres, which has been 
restored by Fox West 
Coast Theaters as one of 
the prime “tourist traps” Jones 
in this fabled community. 

For a while it really didn’t matter 
to anyone in Hollywood, or, for that 
matter, anyone on the West Coast 
whether the tourists thought Holly- 
wood was glamorous or not. 

Since tourists like to gawk at 
shrines, star homes and studio sets

berto Rosselini ranks among the big- 


gest scandals in this country. 

But I failed to find the name of 
Charlie Chaplin, one of the men largely 
responsible for this wonderful world of 
make-believe which now finds itself 
confronted with the reality of financial 
degradation. 

Turning the corner of Hollywood 
and Vine I went to one of the com- 
munity’s most fabulous restaurants for 
dinner. 

As I was finishing up my cherries 
jubilee I noticed that Polly Adler, au- 
thor of “A House Is Not a Home,” 
which tells in detail the tribulations of 
operating a bordello during the prohi- 
bition era, was table-hopping, being 
greeted with open arms by the Holly- 
wood “set.” 

I wonder what Chaplin, a master 
of irony, could make out of this situa- 
tion if he were filming it.
